ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  1962. 

To  the  Chairiaan  and  Members  of  the  Tov/yn  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman  and  GentlemenV 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1962, 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  mid-year  population  showed 
a welcome  increase  of  140  over  that  given  in  1961,  There  were  53  births 
which  is  11  less  than  in  1961,  Deaths  were  45  in  number  compared  with 
37  in  1961,  There  were  thus  in  both  1962  and  1961  appreciably  more 
births  than  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  and  the  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
appear  high  but  if  1961  and  1962  are  combined  the  figure  is  well  below 
the  National  figure. 

There  was  again  no  maternal  death. 

Over  two  thirds  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  Cancer,  Vascular 
lesion  of  the  Nervous  System  and  Heart  and  Coronary  artery  disease. 

These  diseases  occur  in  the  older  age  group  and  are  the  commonest 
causes  of  death  in  the  country  as  a whole. 

Two  nev;  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  but  there  were^ 
no  deaths  from  this  disease.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

The  figures  give  the  impression  of  a healthy  community, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  5.  Taylor,  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  unfailing  help  and  also  to  all  the  other  officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation.

The  sewage  pumping  station  and  dyposal  works  serving 
this  village  has  been  operating  satisfactorily  during  the  yea  . 


ToV'Tyn. 


The  system  operated  satisfactorily  in  general  but  trouble  w 
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experienced  with  one  of  the  pimping  stations  situated  at  Warwick 
Place.  This  pimp  was  overloaded  due  to  the  considerable  increase  in 
flow  of  sewage  from  Caravan  Sites  nearby.  The  position  was  made ^ 
worse  when  extra  connections  were  made  to  this  sewer,  eventually  it 
was  necessary  to  provide  new  pumps  with  greater  capacity. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

The  Council's  direct  labour  scheme  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Collections  are 
made  twice  weekly  at  Aberdovey  and  Towyn  and  once  weekly  at  Bryncrug, 
Collections  at  Cwrt  are  made  regularly  once  weekly  by  Dolgellau  Rural 
District  Council  on  contract  to  the  Council. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  Council's  two 
refuse  depositories  in  a tidy  condition,  but  the  lack  of  suitable 
covering  material  and  very  large  quantities  of  cardboard  and  other 
similar  contents  in  the  refuse  has  made  this  work  most  difficult. 

Tip  fires  have  occasionally  occured  but  have  not  given  rise  to  any 
serious  nuisance. 

Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  to  keep  the  tips 
free  from  rat  and  fly  infestations,

The  eiaht  public  conveniences  in  the  district  again 

work  on  a second  at  the  Station  in  lowyn.  it  is  reir  tna 
satisfy  the  demand  for  these  areas, 


Camping  and  Caravan  Sites. 


There  are  19  sites  now  established  under  the  Act, 

Conditions  generally  at  these  sites  were  reasonably  satisfactory 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  season.  During  the  period  mid-July  to 
Mid-August^  however’^  the  sites  became  inadequate  in  size  and  number 
to  provide  for  the  large  increase  in  holiday  caravans  to  the  district. 

As  a result,  a number  of  unauthorised  sites  were  opened  and  several 
of  the  established  ones  became  overcrowded  and  warnings  had  to  be 
issued  to  the  owners.  Tv;o  site  owners  were  prosecuted  for  non- 
compliance  with  licence  conditions. 

Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts,

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I am  very  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  lessions  of 
Tuberoulosis  found  in  any  cattle  or  cows  slaughtered  during  this  year 
again.  The  nuioJoer  of  pigs  affected  with  this  disease  still  remains 
low  and  showed  slight  decrease  on  that  of  last  year. 


Slaughterhouse  Control  and  Meat  Transport,., 

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect  of 
new  private  slaughterhouses.  Adequate  facilities  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughter- 
house owned  by.  the  Towyn  V\/holesale  Meat  Co, Ltd, 

The  general  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  been 
well  maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness _ most 
satisfactory.  The  work  on  the  provision  of  additional  facilities 
under  tlie  new  legislation  has  been  satisfactorily  completed.  The 
stunning  pen  has  proved  particularly  beneficial  in  ensuring  the 
maximum  safety  and  absence  of  cruelty. 

All  meat  was  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughterhouse 
and  was  of  very  good  quality  tliroughout  the  year . 

The  transport  and  handling  of  all  meat  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent  the 
soiling  and  contamination  of  dressed  carcasses  and  offal.

The  duties  concerned  with  sampling  of  milk  under  the  Milk 
Regulations  was  transferred  to  the  County  Council  in  1961,  Mr.  R.T. 
Edwards,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  has  reported  as 
follows  on  samples  taken  in  the  District  during  the  year  -

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  dciiry  premises,  and  much 
attention  paid  to  milk  distribution. 

Ice-Cream. 


There  are  28  premises  in  the  District  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream.  Five  new  applications  for  registration  were 
approved.  All  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  wrapped  or  pre-packed. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  and  they 
were  all  found  to  maintain  good  standard  of  hygiene.

Food  Hygiene. 


There  are  113  food  premises  in  the  district,  comprising 
8 hotels  and  licensed  premises,  37  guest  and  boarding  houses,  12  cafes 
and  restaurants,  24  grocers  (including  green-grocers)  3 fish  frying 
restaurants,  3 bakehouses,  6 school  canteens,  5 butcher  shops  and  12 
confectioners  shops.  ^ In  addition  there  are  the  28  ice-cream  premises 
previously  mentioned  in  the  report  although  some  of  these  are  included 
in  the  premises  listed  above.  -15- 


The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these 
premises  was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  several  improvements  were  effected  during  the  year.  In 
particular  it  was  found  that  a number  of  shops  had  installed 
refrigerated' food  display  cabinets.  An  increasing  number  of  shop- 
keepers, too,  are  displaying  their  goods  in  transparent  wrapped 
containers  which  provide  good  protection  against  external  contamination. 
This  indicates  an  improved  awareness  of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in 
the  food  catering  industry.
